W ashington, March 8.—A new coali­ 
tion of sectional tariff rate seekers ap­ 
peared to be in control af tbs tariff 
hill in the senate today, Its members 
embarked upon a full rewriting of the 
measure as drawn during the last three 
months by the farm bloc coalition. 
In sugar and cement, the two chief 
points of dispute all along, are scalps 
upon their belts, and they are now 
after lumber and oil. 
Although the farm bloc, low tariff 
advocates, won all these fights previ­ 
ously, a sufficient number of senators 
have changed their votes to reverse 
the former actions as to sugar and 
cem ent. The leaders claim a suffici­ 
ent number will changs to put duties 
on lumber and possibly on oil. 
The results to date, and the pros­ 
pects for the future, have thrown th# 
whloe tariff question again wide open, 
just at a time when It appeared the 
senate was going to pass the bill. The 
farm bloc leaders say they will not go 
down without a struggle, and theae 
are hints that they may seek to kill 
their own farm relief tariff bill lf the 
Industrial schedule! continued to ba 
revised upward at the behest o f tbs 
new and secret coalition.

W ashington, March 8.—dJ.R>--Trag- 
edy cant Its hand upon the supreme 
court again today, with the sudden 
death here of Associate Justice Ed­ 
ward Terry Hanford, a native of Ten 
nessee, who was 65 years old. 
Sanford died shortly after noon fol 
lowing a sudden attack. 
The death of the jurist 
was

He had been in good health.

W ashington, March 8.—A new coali­ 
tion of sectional tariff rate seekers ap­ 
peared to be in control af the tariff 
bill in the senate today, its members 
embarked upon a full rewriting of the 
measure as drawn during the tart threw 
months by the farm bloc coalition. 
In sugar and cement, the two chief 
points of dispute all along, are scalps 
upon their belts, and they are now 
after lumber and oil. 
Although the farm bloc, low tariff 
advocates, won all these fights previ­ 
ously, a sufficient number of senators 
have changed their votes to reverse 
the former actions as to sugar and 
cement. 
The leaders claim a suffici­ 
ent number will change to put duties 
on lumber and possibly on oil. 
The results to date, and the pros­ 
pects for the future, have thrown the 
whloe tariff question again wide open, 
just at a tim e when it appeared the 
senate was going to pass the hill. The 
farm bloc leaders say they will not go 
down without a struggle, and these 
are hints that they may seek to kill ; 
their own farm relief tariff bill if the 
Industrial schedules continued to ba 
revised upward at the behest of the 
new and secret coalition. 
The roll calls to date show that the 
lumber, cement, sugar and (MI tariff 
advocates, with a 
single 
exception, 
have voted on the side of increases. 
To do this a number of those senators 
were required to change their poi lu 
tions from previous roll calls, 
have justified these switches by 
the rates now being proposed are 
so high as were previously proposed. . 
Charges have been made opffilyf Oil 
the floor that a secret understanding 
exists, but whether these charges affa 
trim pony not, the various groups are 
getting what they want. 
The situation will undoubtedly pro­ 
long the tariff discussion in the sen­ 
ate indefinitely if it does not arouse a 
filibuster. The farm bloc members al­ 
ready have signified their intention Of 
asking another vote on cement and 
sugar, and they can go on indefinitely 
demanding additional votes. 
Some observers give credit for for­ 
mulating the new coalition to Senator 
Joseph R. Grundy, republican, Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Alleged employment of rn 
senate office for his American tariff 
League has aroused considerable sen­ 
ate debate. 
W hile there have been threats that 
resolutions m ay be introduced propos­ 
ing to oust the league from Grundy's 
office, lf Grundy him self does not act, 
no resolution has yet been introduced. 
W ith the house recessed and many 
senators out of the city for the week­ 
end,

The tariff fight waned temporarily 
in the senate, only minor amendments 
coming up for consideration and de­ 
bate.

Tin Farm Hoard Changes a Polit'a 


T h e Federal Farm Board lias announced that with the “at 
least measurable passing of the em ergency in grain prices v\, 
will discontinue buying grain on the a r b it r a l loan price basis 
which was established last O ctolier." 
This means, says the New 
York W orld, that the board will cease to purchase grain from the 
co-operatives through its stabilisation corporation at prices far 
above those prevailing in the open m arket. 
It is about the wisest 
thing the board has done iii some tim e. 
Its mode of operation 
heretofore has been nothing less than government price-fixing. 
But it has not resulted in price-fixing for all the producers. 
The 
benefits went only to those w heat grow ers who belong to co-opera­ 
tives, and they are .still a m inority. 
In effect, then, the farm board 
has been com m itted not only to price-fixing, but to discrim inatory 
price-fixing, which is doubly objectionable. 
While there is reason to welcome the abandonment of th s 
system , the explanation given for it is not altogether enlighten­ 
ing. 
The em ergency in grain prices has m easurably passed, if we 
mean the em ergency of a week ago. but current prices are .still 
substantially tower than they w ere last Octolier when the board 
announced tile arb itrary figure at which it would make advances 
to co-operatives, and at which its stabilization corporation has 
since been taking over the holdings of tin1 co-operatives to save 
them from losses. 
Satisfaction with the change of policy is also 
tem pered by the board’s announcem ent that it will continue to 
buy wheat in the open m arket through the stabilization corpora­ 
tion whenever the price situation seem s to w arrant it. 
This 
m eans that the government is to continue as a speculator on the 
long side. 
Some day, of course, it will have lo unload its holdings. 
Then will come the rub.

The new bleachers holding over 300 and located at the north side 
were filled first. All aisles were kept clear. 
Motors and fans of

The lighting arrangements are adequate and the 
best in the district. 
A ticket sale about town, on the range and other places facili­ 
tated quick entrance of patrons so provided. Two ticket stations 
at the gymnasium were manned by extra clerks. 
Every contingency was covered. 
Members of the police de­ 
partment and fire department with their chief and all operating 
under personal supervision of Mayor Frank E. Little manned 
exits and assisted in every possible way.

wish that all tournaments of the future, sub-district too, be beld 
at Brainerd. 
Brainerd has a wonderful location as practically the center 
of the new district. 
Train schedules and bus schedules permit 
patrons to come and go easily. Every provision is made to satisfy 
everybody, the game start being deferred 20 minutes so that ail 
Staples, Wadena and other fans would have time to come from 
their train to the gymnasium to see every detail of the game. 
Telephone facilities are convenient and the telegraph com­ 
pany has always cooperated. 
Tonight the game has been set for 8:20 p. rn. so that the 
Brainerd business men and their clerks who have always sup­ 
ported high school athletics, may attend and see all the game. 
Brainerd as the center of the district is JIO miles from Little 
Falls, 30 miles from Staples, some 30 miles from Aitkin and 22 
miles from Pequot. No more central location can be imagined. 
For the first time in district tournament history, due to the 
admirable and extensive seating arrangement at the Brainerd 
gymnasium, prices of admission for the final game were not raised 
but kept at the same level as throughout the tournament.

The Federal Farm Board has announced that with the “at 
least measurable passing of the emergency in grain prices we 
will discontinue buying grain on the arbitrary loan price basis 
which was established last October.” This moans, says the New 
York World, that the board will cease to purchase grain from the 
co-operatives through its stabilization corporation at prices far 
above those prevailing in the open market. 
It is about the wisest 
thing the board has done in some time. 
Its mode of operation 
heretofore has been nothing less than government price-fixing. 
But it has not resulted in price-fixing for all the producers. The 
benefits went only to those wheat growers who belong to co-opera­ 
tives, and they are still a minority. In effect, then, the farm board 
has been committed not only to price-fixing, but to discriminatory 
price-fixing, which is doubly objectionable. 
While there is reason to welcome the abandonment of this 
system, the explanation given for it is not altogether enlighten­ 
ing. The emergency in grain prices has measurably passed, if we 
mean the emergency of a week ago, but current prices are still 
substantially lower than they were last October when the board 
announced the arbitrary figure at which it would make advances 
to co-operatives, and at which its stabilization corporation has 
since been taking over the holdings of the co-operatives to save 
Diem from losses. Satisfaction with the change of policy is also 
tempered by the board’s announcement thai it will continue to 
buy wheat in the open market through the stabilization corpora­ 
tion whenever the price situation seems to warrant it. 
This 
means that the government is to continue as a speculator on the 
long side. Some day, of course, it will have to unload its holdings. 
Then will come the rub.
